The demonstration, as planned, is 
somewhat similar to that which an 
American squadron made at Tangier 
to compel the release of Ion Perdi- 
caris, who was captured by the bandit 
Raisuli. The French authorities 
deemed a naval demonstration in- 
expedient, owing to possible interna- 
tional complications resulting from 
other na:ions sending warships to ob- 
serve the demonstration, while a millf- 
tary movement againat Morocco would 
be largely a police ineasure, not in- 
volving the general pulitical question 
of French authority in Morocco. The 
persistent refusal of the Sultan to 
yield, however, might compel France 
to advance further than a border town. 
Germany has thus far approved the 
French demands for redress, but fears 
are expressed in some quarters that 
the Sultan will refuse to yield, in the 
hope of securing the aid of Germany. 
Practically all the leading powers have 
approved the determination of the 
French government to pursue a firm 
course. The proposed plan cannot 
be put into execution before another 
week, owing to the time necessary to

PROSPECTS AT PORTSMOUTH. 

THE PRESIDENT SEN DS AGAIN.

PORTSMOUTH (Ny H.) Aug. 24.— 
The prospects of pea seem desper- 
ate, but they are not hopeless, despite 
the. prevailing pessimism. There is 
still a chance, and the forces working 
for peace are continuing their labors. 

The President failed, twice, but he is 
fighting on. ‘The result of Ambassa- 
dor Meyer’s audience at Peterhof yes- 
terday was unsatisfactory, but at 
least it was not a refuff. It left the 
door open, and wWithin:a few hours 
after the receipt at Oyster Bay of Mr. 
Meyers’ account of hig audience, the 
President had sent @ new appeal 
through Witte, who received it from 
Mr. Peirce about 3 o/qjock this morn- 
ing. 

The Emperor had aiibnity, in effect, 
declined the proposed compromise 
offered by Japan. He had refused it 
because, under a disguise, Japan 
offered to withdraw an, article asking 
remuneration for the cost of the war 
on condition that Russja repurchased 
from the miltary possegsion of Japan 
the northern part of Sakhalin at a 
fixed price of 1,200,000,000 yen—the 
estimated “frais de gtierre.” Every 
message received from: Peterhof, in- 
cluding those that came early today, 
was inflexible upon thitt point. Had 
Japan not inserted the sum, had taat 
been left for future adjustment, the 
proposition would have 
proved more palatable. 

THE VERY POINT. 

And the Associated Press is in a 
position to state that the divergence in 
the compromise, as $ suggested by the 
President and offered by: Japan at the 
conference, which was ‘mentioned in 
these dispatches last ‘night, touched 
this very point. The President did 
not suggest a price or the fixing of a 
price, and it is believed, although this 
cannot be affirmed, that his latest 
effort was to secure the ‘consent of the 
Emperor to agree to accept the Japa- 
nese proposition, with the amount sub- 
ject to further adjustment by an arbi- 
tration board or otherwise.

Twenty 
‘Warrants, aggregating about $9000, were 
spubsequenty made out in favor of 8. T. 
Burton. It is alleged that the service 
for which these warrants were madsde 
out in payment was pressing Chicks- 
saw claims before the covernment. It 
is also contended that 8S. T. Burton 
never appeared before the Department 
of the Interior ana never practiced law 
in Indian Territory, but that his name 
Was used as a blind by the Kansas

In substance, the resolutions adopted 
by the congress follow: ©.

A “Supermarine” Boat. 
A novel form of high-speed boat has 
recently been devised by a French en- 
gincer, M. de Lambert, which involves 
a radical departure from all previous 
designe of hull. It is termed a “skat 
ing,” or “supermarine,” boat for it is 
constructed to glide along the surface 
of the water rather than experience 
resistance by being immersed and pass- 
ing through. This is accomplished by 
means of five inclined planes which 
are fixed on the bottom of the hull, and 
which, when the boat is at rest, are a 
few inches in the water.

A “Supermarine” Boat. 


A novel form of high-speed boat has 
recently been devised by a French en- 
gincer, M. de Lambert, which involves 
a radical departure from all previous 
designs of hull. It is termed a “skat 
ing,”” or “supermarine,” boat for it is 
constructed to glide along the surface 
of the water rather than experience 
resistance by being immersed and pass- 
ing through. This is accomplished by 
means of five inclined planes which 
are fixed on the bottom of the hull, and 
which, when the boat is at rest, are a 
few inches in the water. When the 
engine is started the hull ts raise, so 
that the boat runs with less resistance 
on the inclined planes, which then rest 
on a mixture of air and water. 

With a twelve horse-power petroleum 
motor it is reported that a speed of 
from 26 to 28 knots an hour can be 
made, a rate not always attained by 
motor boats with eighty-horse-power 
engines. - The new boat is also capable 
-ef. being handled with considerable 
facility, and stopped readily. 

The attainment of high speed by 
motor-boats which run on the surface 
of the water, rather than through it, 
has attracted some attention lately, 
and an English high-speed boat was 
built where this idea was considered in 
designing the hull, but the use of the 


jinclined planes to diminish the resis- 


tance as successfully carried out is 
quite novel, and will doubtless be trieg 
further.—{[Harper’s Weekly.

There was considerable grouchiness 
among the City Hall officials yesterday, 
@s a refiex of the cutting down of 
their allowances. They all had planned 
things which they regarded as being 
for the betterment of the service in 
their several departments, and natur- 
ally feel a little sore that they must 
now forget all their plans. 

‘Street Superintendent Hanley thinks 
he was hit a little harder than some of 
the others, but he philosophically says 
‘he'll have to do the best he can with 
the money available. 

Councilmen, Mayor, and everybody 
else who could get away were out of 
sight, giving the storm a chance to 
blow over. 

All the fine intentions of the Park 
Commission to beautify the present 
city parks more extensively than has 
been the annual custom, and to im- 
prove a half-dozen new ones, went 
a&-glimmering from the same cause. 

‘The commission yesterday re-let the

The Times has received numer- 
ous communications on the subject of 
the Owens River project, some from 
persons desiring information, some 
from preposterous ¢avilers whose pur- 
pose in airing their ignorance is not 


clearly apparent, and others from mis-} 


chief-makers pure and simple. 

Recognizing the right of citizens to 
all the information obtainable, The 
Times has spared fio. pains in the col- 
lection and presentation of data bef&r- 
ing upon the subje¢t of present and 
future water supply. Many of the 
questions asked by inquirers in good 
faith were answered fully and clearly 
by the news article. setting forth in 
detail the plans of the Owens River 
project and the methods and cost 
construction, as printed on the first 
and sixth pages of the editorial section 
of Thursday, August 24, with explana- 
tory maps and drawings.” 

Some of ihe leitets received seem to 
require specific answers.

There is a wagon load of engineers’ 
notes and reports in the?Water Office— 
enough to fill several lissuwes of the 
Daily Times in smalf type. Does 
Mr. Garland demand that all those 
notes shall be - printed | in the news- 
papers before the citizens of Los 
Angeles shall be asked to decide 
whether or not the city shall obtain an 
adequate supply of water? Perhaps he 
might be abie to digest ‘all those notes 
and figures and derive information 
from them, but not oné other citizen 
in a thousand would understand the 
significance of them unless they were 
written out and in orgreted by ex- 
perts, 

To say that the Owens River project 
has not been considered. by competent 
engineers is to say that Mr. Mul- 
holland knows nothing of water or 
water works, and is unfit for his place; 
that Engineer Lippincott is an incom- 
petent employé of the’ United States 
Reclamation Service; fhat Engineer 
Clausen does not know, his business; 
that Engineer Eaton is hot fit to trace 
‘out a pipe line; that ex-City Engineer 
Olmsted is unreliable; that the city of 
Los Angeles is served’ in its Water 
Department by dolts aa incapables. 

It is well that Water Commissioners, 
Councilmen and other responsible ser- 
vants of the city should acquire all 
the information they con and satisfy 
themselves that the ‘Owens River 
project is right. A committee from 
the. commercial bodies is now on the 
way to Owens Valley to investigate 
the sources of supply * ‘and test the 
water, and its report doubtless will 
dispel the misgivings of the few citi- 
zens who seem to lack) confidence in 
the judgment of the city’s qualified ex- 
pert advisers, and to mistake energy 
and promptness for reckless haste. 

But, after all the nogs-professionals 
have looked and tasted and made their 
reports, the only opinion on the quan-

AT HOME AND ABROAD. ‘ 


A great deal of noise ig being made. 
just now, about. the _—" placed 
against American goods jby the Chi- 
nese, This boycott has {been vestab- 
lished in only a few parts of China. 
and the Chinese governnient has had 
no part in it except to take measures 
for its suppression;.yet the Americans 
have winced as if they ;were badly 
hurt—and indeed they will be hit 
rather nard if the boycott continues. 
They have held mass mretings and 
“resolooted,” they have; protested, 
they have kieked and squirmed and 
“cussed,” and they have appealed to 
the President, who has given strict 
orders, through Secretary Metcalf, that 
Chinese entering the Umttert States 
shall be treated decently,-has also 
called the attention of the Chinese 
government to the fact of the boycott, 
and as notified that government that 
it will .be held responsible for any 
losses which American traders may 
suffer because of the refusal to deal in 
American godds. In short, since the 
Chinese boycott was inagtituted we 
have stirred up the country from one 
end to the other as it has seldom been 
stirred before, feeling that we have 
been made the victims of grave injus- 
tice, and that the call for redress 
should be both long and ratjcous, 

Conirast with our frantic actions 


in this matter the complacency with 


which boycotts instituted at home are 
generally regarded.

body agrees that the evil is one which 
ought to be abated; the courts have.

There is no evil in 
society waich could not be cured if the 
tight means were used to cure it, and 
if society in general would set itself 
resolhi@eiy to the task of applying the 
remedy. : 

The boycott is un-American, under- 
handed, and altogether an unworthy 
institution. If ever it were justifiable, 
it is so in the case of China against 
the United States. We have given the 
Chinese great provocation, in the mal- 
treatment of merchants, scholars, and 
gentlemen desiring to come to our 
shores, and who had a perfect right to 
do 
nities upon China than we would have 
cared to place upon any other nation. 
Yet when China retaliates with action 
which, from her point of view at least, 
is logical, there is a great outcry. We 
announce before the whole world that 
we have been greatly wronged, and 
that we must have redress. If the 
case had been reversed—if American 
citizens had béen systematically mal- 
treated and wronged—we shouid long 
ago have gone to war for the purpose 
of securing redress. 

All of which goes to show that it 
makes all the difference in the world 
whose ox is gored. 


REAK “REFORM” PRODUCTS. 
Every city of consequence is af- 
flicted with numerous pests, of one 
kind and another. Not least among 
these pests is the freak “reformer,” 
who sees no good in the existing order, 


but believes, in his sappy ignorance 
and immeasurable egotism, that he is 


capable of reforming the world by 
turning things topsy-turvy and mak- 
ing new alignments out of the result- 
ing chaos.

German Army Criticised. 


It is not only the British army that 
is being torn to shreds and tatters 
by its critics. Even the mighty Ger- 
man military machine: with its vast 
host of 1.700.000 men equipped with 
modern weapons and trained in mod- 
ern tactics, Is being assailed. In Ger- 
many itself. writes a French expert 
in the Paris Revue, the word decadence 
has been pronounced, and Gernnan 
books and pamphlets abound denounc- 
ing the corruptions from which the 
army is suffering. The old type of 
German officer, produced by the train- 
ing of Moltke—grave of demeanor, fru- 
gal in tastes, animated by a spirit of 


work and study—has, we are led to 
believe, disappeare.l, “Nowadays,” 
writes the French critic, “the young 


‘German officers bear resemblance 


to their predecessors. The spirit of 
parsimony has given away to that of 
dissi- ation. Legions of them spend 
their days in making money by meth- 
ods more or less honest. They do not 
hesitate to resort to the meanest de- 
vices for this end: they are.head over 
ears in debt, and stop at nothing to 
evade thel- creditors. The officers in 
general have given up all serious 
studies and Jevote themselves to the 
coarsest pleasures. Drunkenness is the 
leust of their sins. The latest revela- 
tions prove that they have no respect 
for th» most elementary laws of morals. 
Frightful jealovsies and back- 
bitings destroy the spirit of camarad- 
erle, the fine and cordial fraternal 
feeling so indispensable In a company 
of officers. In some regiments the of- 
ficers’ wives manage and direct every, 
thing: in others complete anarchy 
reigns.” ¢ 


Tre Emperor Again Blamed. 


At the door of the Kaiser himeelf 
most of the responsibility is laid. The 
writer summarizes the Fimperor’s 
fault", declaring that they have fatally 
reacted on th» young officers and pri- 
vates of the army.

A “Grand Old Man” of Japan. 

One of the greatest artists of Japan 
was Hokusal, “the old man mad about 
painting’ as he was irreverently called 
by his neighbors.

Answer—No loss. The city has saved 
water and has been enabled to lower 
the rate to users. The waterworks are 
run to supply the people with water, 
not to make all the money possible 


out of them. 


No, 2—Has the board legal power to 
lower the rate to a meter user and not 
to the consumer who has no meter? 

Answer—The meter rate is deter- 
mined by the amount of water use.

the revenue by the amount consumed 


and finding the average price paid for 


water.

Sutton of Los Angeles, and declares 
that she will have a grave wrong done 


her righted. 


According to the woman's story she 
and Claude Ortega were married here 
August 4, 1897. They had long been 
enamored of each other, but his guar- 
dian, Mr. Sutton, opposed the union, 
and so they elopei. She was Miss Vir- 

nia Emma Mellus, and both she and 

er husband were minors. 

When the guardian learned of the 
elopement and marriage he used all 
his influence to separate the young 
couple, and finally succeeded, and then 
brought an action in the local courts 
to annul the marriage, on the grounds 
of his ward's minority. This suit was 
filed April 30, 1900. 

The action of anhulment lay on the 
statute court books for several months 
and was finally decided by judgment 
for the plaintiff by default. Mrs. Or- 
tega says she received no summons, 
ani further that as all parties to the 
ection are and were at that time resi- 
dents of Los Angeles, the suit should 
have been brought there.

NEW HARRIMAN LINE TO BE AN 
IMPORTANT FEEDER. 


Southern Pacific Looking Far Into 
the. Future in What It Is Doing. in 
Arizona at Present—May Some Day 
Control! Mexican Business—Pacific 
Electric Improvements. 


The building of a raflroad from 
Globe. Ariz., to Durango, Colo., is 14 
new enterprise which is occupying 4 
part of the time and attention of Epes 
Randolph, Harriman’s busy lieutenant 
in the Southwest. 

The surveys for this line, which will 
be known as the Arizona and Colorado. 
have been completed, contracts let and 


actual construction commenced. 


It is the ultimate Intention to extend 
this new road northward through Colo- 
rado to a-junction point with the Union 
Facific or some other Harriman line. 
giving that huge system another outlet 
north and secuth. 

The importance of this line of road 
wil! be greatly enhanced on the com- 
pletion of the Cananea River, Yaqui 
and: Pacific, from Alamos, Sonora, to 
Guadalajara, Jalisco, when the Harri- 
man system will be In a position to 
dominate a great portion of Mexican 
business. 

The strategic {Importance of a key 
to the Mexican situation cannot be 
overestimated. With the Speyers and 
the Mexican government on one side, 
and the Standard Oj! interests in the 
Mexican Central ‘on the other, fockey- 
ing for the control of the short line 
between Mexico City and Eastern 
United States points, the fmportance 
of the West Coast control has been 
overlocked by what have hitherto been 
the dominant interests. am the southern 
republic, 

the old- ruling powers 

f that republic centering all their at- 
tention in the fight on the east side, 
Randolph, for the Harriman system, 
has slipped in, secured an invaluable 
concession and generous subsidies to 
construct a line of road which will 
dominate not only the whole of the 
West Coast tn Its "trade with other 
portions of the republic, but with the 
Western States of America as well. 

When the other lines awaken to the 
value of the West Cokst business and 


importance of controlling the situ- 


ation on this side of the range, It will 
be to find Harriman securely en- 
trenched behind 800 miles of trunk line 
commanding an entrance into Mexico 
City by way of the Central from Gua- 
dalajara, and to Southern California 
and San Francisco through its connec- 
tion with the Southern Pacific. 

The Arizona and Colorado also con- 
trols the Gila Valley, Globe and North- 
erm operating between Globe and 
htowle, Ariz.
